BOY OF 6 KILLS FRLLOW, 


FATAL AFFRAY IN POLISH 
CHURCH SCHOOL YARD. 


‘Thomas Lacskowski Shot by Frank 
Wisinwskl After Former Had Inter- 
rupted Meeting of Youths’ Society— 
Attendants at St. Stanislaus Hear 
Shot and Rusk from Church—Fight 
Is Result of Trouble Between “Sloan 
Street Gang” and Society Members. 


Thomas Laczkow ki, 16 years old, was 


shot and killed in the grounds of the St. 


Stanislaus School, Bradley and Noble 
streets, last night by Frank Wisinwski, 16 
years old. The shooting followed the in- 
trusion of Laczkowski into a meeting of the 


Boys’ Mother of Poland society. | 

At the time of the shooting services were 
being held at St. Stanislaus Church, which 
adjoins the school. The report of the re- 
volver excited the parishioners gathered for 
worship, and many of them ran from the 
church and stood at the railing surrounding 
the school while the body was being taken 
into the hall. 

Laczkowski lived at 41 Sloan street, and 
was a member of what is Known to the 
police as the Sloan street gang.“ Frequent 
complaints have been made to the police 
that the Sloan street boys have stopped and 
roughly handled’ members of the Boys’ so- 
ciety. Two weeks ago Frank Wisin®ski, while 
going to his home at 704 Noble street, is 
ald to have been stopped by Laczkowskl. 
The boys fought, and.the Sloan street boy 
is said to have made a threat that more 
trouble would follow. 

Last night fifty boys had gathered in the 
St. Stanislaus School when Laczkowski en- 
tered. Laczkowski faced the crowd of boys 
for a minute and seemed about to speak 
when Wisinwski jumped from his seat and 
ordered him out. Wisinwski, it is said, drew 
his revolver, loaded it, and then followed 
Laczkowski. As the other boys rushed out 
they heard a shot, and Laczkowski fell dead. 

Wisinwski stood over the body of the boy 
he had killed, put his revolver in his pocket, 
and turned to the gate. He walked to the 
street and then broke into a run, disappear- 
ing before his excited companions realized 
what had happened. He had not been found 
at an early hour this morning. 

President Jozwiakowski of the boys’ society 
ran to the yard just after the shooting. With 
the assistance of several of the boys he 
lifted the body of Laczkowski and took it 
Into the schoolroom. A physician was sum- 
moned, but the boy had been killed instantly. 

Stanislaus Luczak, 118 Cleaver street, said 
that Laczkowski and Wisinwski had quar- 
reled on several occasions. | 

“When I saw Laczkowski come into the 
meeting, I knew that he was looking for 
Wisinwski, and feared trouble would follow.”

FORMER .PRESIDENT’S CONDITION 
UNCHANGED AT MIDNIGHT. 


Patient Gets Through Day in Excel- 
lent Shape and Family and Phy- 
‘gsicians Are Hopefal — Change for 
Worse During Morning, but Im- 
provement Is Shown in Afternoon 
Weather Affects Sick Man—Flowers 
and Telegrams Received. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 12.2 a m.— 
[Special. I— General Harrison's condition 18 
unchanged. The crisis in his illness has not 
been reached. The family, reassured by a 
slight improvement shown during the after- 


express belief the former President,will re- 
cover unless unforeseen complications arise. 

At midnight Dr. Henry Jameson left the 
Harrison home after spending nearly three 
hours with his patient. The other two phy- 
siclans were present and effort was directed 
to relieving the congestion in the left lung. 
Dr. Jameson gave out the following state- 
ment: 

General Harrison's condition is not changed from 
what it was early in the evening. His strength 
is keeping up well and his pulse is strong. 

The inflammation of his lung has not spread 
and there is no danger to be apprehended unless 
the inflammation does spread. 

There will be no crisis. General Harrison will 
either gradually grow better or he will grow worse 
gradually. He is perfectly conscious at this hour, 
and is now resting easily. 

Family and Physicians Hopeful. 

General Harrison got through the night in 
excellent shape, but at 10 o'clock in the 
morning there was a change for the worse, 


in the left lung brought on a nervous con- 
dftion. During the afternoon he grew bright- 
er and improvement was noted. The family 
and physicians are hopeful. 

Dr. Jameson announced that a decided 
change for better or worse is expected during 
the next forty-eight hours, and says he is 
hopeful of General Harrison’s ultimate re- 
covery. 

Weather Affects the Patient. 

The weather is having effect on General 
Harrison's life and death barometer. This 
morning began raw and cold, and when Dr. 
Jameson called to see his patient he found 
he was suffering more than on the previous 
day and his vitality was lower. In the after- 
noon when the sun came out the patient 
gained in spirit. The afternoon marked a 
slight improvement and the family was hope- 
ful. Little Elizabeth was admitted to the 
room, and her father patted her fondly on 
the head. She was permitted to remain only 
a few minutes. Mrs. Harrison has-had little 
sleep in the last few days. Throughout last 
night she frequently visited the sickroom. 

Many expressions of sympathy, in the form 
of flowers, were sent in this afternoon. A

VIOTIMS OF LAUNDRY BOILER EXPLOSION.

The worst boiler explosion disaster in Chi- 
cago since the steamer Tioga’s tubes burst 


in the summer of 1890, when thirty-two per- 


sons were killed, occurred yesterday morning 
at 8:14 o’clock, when a heavy boiler exploded 
in the Doremus loundry, 468 West Madison 
street. Eight persons were killed and fifty-one 
injured. In the Northwestern power-house 
boiler explosion recently one more fatality 
was occasioned, but the number of injured in 
the Doremus catastrophe makes that the 
greater accident. 
The cause of the laundry explosion is as yet 
undetermined, but Abram F. Doremus, man- 
ager of the establishment, has agreed to re- 
main in the hands of the police temporarily, 
and the charge of criminal carelessness in not 
reporting recent repairs to the city inspector 
may be made against him. The boiler had 
not been inspected. Coroner Traeger will: 
inquire into the accident on March 19, a jury 
haying been impaneled and having viewed 
the remains of the.dead.

Explosion Finds Place Crowded. 
The explosion occurred shortly after the 
‘employés had reported for their day’s work. 
The streets were crowded with people, pass- 
ing cable trains being overloaded. Sudden- 
ly there was a roar resembling the explosion 
of a hundred guns, followed by a crash. 
Men and women tottered at their benches 
and fell to the floor. Walls swayed and 
floors gave way, leveling the building with 
a concussion that sent thousands of pieces 
of débris skywards to fall far away. . 
The confusion of the disaster was height- 
ened by fire, which broke out in several parts 
of the ruins. Cries of alarm went up from 
among the spectators, mingling with those of 
the uafortunates pinned beneat the débris, 
who were moaning in pain or screaming for 
assistance. Fire companies rushed to thé 
scene and ambulances tore down the street 
to bear away the injured. A score of patrol» 
men found they could not keep back the 
threatening crowd and aid in the work of res- 
cue, so a call for assistance was sounded. 
Relatives of the unfortunate employés in 
the laundry began to arrive, and their cries 
of distress over the bruised features of some 
victim drawn from the ruins tried .stout 
hearts. Rumors that more than 100 persons 
were buried drove the crowd frantic, and 
only the announcement later that all had been 
removed quieted them. 
Numerous spectators who were viewing 
the ruins last night had their pockets picked. 
Over a dozen complaints were made at the 
Desplaines Street Police Station of persons 
losing small amounts of money or jewelry. 
The work of rescue continued until almost 
noon, the killed being taken to the County 
Morgue, while the injured were borne to the 
Presbyterian and County Hospitals. 


Controversy Over Clearing Wreck. 

At noon the firemen announced that all 
persone known to have been in the building 
at the time the explosion occurred had been 
removed, and there was no use searching 
longer. Lieutenant O“ Hara insisted he had 
reason to believe two more persons were in 
the ruins, and urged they be cleared away. 
The firemen refused to continue the work 
longer, Chief Swenie himself taking a hand 
in the controversy with the statement that 
all the injured and dead had been removed. 
The firemen left, and Inspector Shea was in- 
formed of the state of affairs. He called up 
the Mayor and the Bullding Inspector, stat- 
ing his complaint in no mild terms. Inspector 
Kiolbassa of the Building department im- 
mediately issued orders to Jackson Bros., 
agents for the Emery estate, owning the 
wrecked building, to commence clearing 
away the débris within two hours. Little 
was done, however, last night. 

Spectators Kept Away. 

While in the immediate scene of the ex- 
plosion many touching incidents were ob- 
served, the great crowd was shut off from 
the sight by the prompt action of the police, 
Aided by the line of low buildings which 
separated the main structure from Madison 
street the police kept the crowd from rush- 
ing in. Thousands of persons who passéd 
in cars were unaware of the extent of the 
disaster, because they could not see the 
débris plled to a height of thirty feet. Cable 
trains passed on their way without delay 
after the interim of an hour required for the 
quenching of the threatening fire, and few of 
the passengers realized that a buflding had 
been wrecked more than a half hundred per- 
sons killed and injured, 

Inspection Fee System Condemned, 

The destruction of the laundry and the in- 
jury of so many persons following closely 
upon the Northwestern disaster, in which 
half as many persons were killed and injured 


by a similar explosion, has led to the vigoroys 
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Parts of the ruins. An alarm of fire was 


* Building the men forced their way to the 
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Inspector’s office, which it is alleged affords 
opportunities for neglect and evasion of the 
law which would not be suffered if a compe- 

tent man were placed at the head of the de- 
partment with a good salary. The fee for in- 
specting a single boiler is 88 and $3 for each 
additional boiler. Last year the total com- 
pensation of the Boiler Inspector was $6.593, 
the city receiving a like sum. 

Censure for the disaster also is heaped 
upon Abram F. Doremus, general manager 
of the laundry. Mr. Doremus acknowledged 
he had made repairs in the boiler two months 


ago without the knowledge of the city in- 


spector. 
The Volunteers of America, acting under 


orders from the police, moved their effects 
from the Waverly Theater Barracks in the 

“afternoon. The walls and floors, which 
‘withstood the shock, are considered unsafe. 
Brigadier General Fielding of the Volunteers 

nas been out of the city for several days. His 
room in the barracks is next to the laundry 
and was completely demolished. Had he 
been there as usual he doubtless would have 
been killed. | 


~~ Clocks Stopped 8:07 to 8:14. 
The explosion occurred shortly after 8 
o'clock. ‘Timepieces in the razed structure 
stopped at 8:07 and 8:14, indicating thereby 
the time of the accident. According to the 
‘automatic register thirty-six employés had 
entered the building and others were going 
to their places when the building collapsed. 
Proprietors of the half-dozen small build- 
ings adjacent to the laundry offices were 
opening their places for the day. Residents 
of buildings in the neighborhood were eating 
their breakfast when startled by the concus- 
gion. They deserted their places hurriedly 
and rushed to the street to learn the cause, 
and later on to aid in the rescue of the killed 
and maimed: 
Work in the laundry is supposed to com- 
mence at 7:30 a. m. on Mondays. Engineer 
George S. Pihl arrived earlier to start the 
“fire in the engine-room. EXmployés had hung 
their wraps in the accustomed places and 
were preparing for work on the three floors 
of the building. No fear was felt, no danger 
anticipated, apparently, as each took up his 
regular task. 


The Boiler Explodes. 
'* Suddenly, without a moment’s warning, the

WILL MODIFY CORONATION OATH 


Committee Appointed by Parliament to 
Eliminate Anti-Catholic Phrases 
in Formula.

LONDON, March 11.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening the Rt.-Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
First Lord of the Treasury and govérnment 
leader, stated that a committee had been ap- 
pointed to consider the question of revising 
the King’s coronation oath, in which he de- 
clares his unbelief in transubstantiation and 
also denounces certain Roman Catholic cere- 
monials as blasphemaus and sacrilegious, 
The Roman Catholic peers in the House of 
Lords had protested against this form of 
oath. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, gave notice 
of his intention to oppose all consideration of 
the civil list until the government promised 
to alter the monarch's anti-Catholic declara- 
tion known as the no Popery ”’ oath. But, 
on Mr. Balfour's announcing that it was pro- 
posed to appoint a committee to consider the 
matter, Mr. Redmond withdrew his opposi- 
tion for the present. ’ 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, said that an increase in the civil 
list might be expected. He said that while 
the government's proposals would be based 
on the late Queen Victoria's civil Ust, it 
must be remembered that King Edward had 
a Queen consort, and that he was not only 
King of the United Kingdom but the head of 
a worldwide power.

Harder Terms. 


EARL LI IS HELPLESS. 


Japan Intimates Intention to 
Oppose Any Secret Treaties 
by Other Powers. 


CONGER STARTS FOR HOME 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 
LONDON, March 11.—A Shanghai dispatch 
to the Times of today’s date says that infor- 
mation has been received from a trustworthy 
authority to the effect that Russia has noti- 
fied China that unless the convention in re- 


date Russia will withdraw the convention 
and substitute harder terms. . 

It is understood that the Chinese com- 
missioners will sign the agreement re- 
specting Manchuria with Russia within ten 
days. The Chinese respect a strong and de- 
termined neighbor, though her demands in- 
jure China. They prefer to grant favors to 
such a power rather than to others professed - 
ly generous but whose object is uncertain. 
China is convinced that no power is really 
triendly with her. Hence she yields to neces- 
sity, believing that the advantage granted 
Russia is better than at attempt at resist- 
ance. 

Li Hung Chang says he is powerless to re- 
sist the Russian demands. He appeals tothe 
United States, England, Germany, and Japan 
to intervene. 


Japan Will Ask Fair Play. 
The Japanese Legation here is in constant 


to the Japanese Minister, Baron Hayashi 
Tadasu, Japan, while earnestly desirous of 
maintaining peace, is prepared to insist upon 
fair play. 

A member of the Japanese Legation in dis- 
cussing the situation sald: 

We do not desire to participate in the 
slightest way in disturbing the present united 
action. The war between Japan and China 
occurred at a’ time when Japan was just 
entering upon a new era of commercial pros- 
perity; and, while there is nothing to regret 
so far as military and naval prestige is con- 
cerned, we are naturally peaceful and do not 
desire hostilities. 


Gives Russia Benefit of Doubt. 

It may be set down, therefore, that Japan 
will do her utmost to maintain peace and to 
insure a successful settlement of all ques- 
tions in China. This does not mean that we 
will submit to any injustice; but the attitude 
of the Japanese government today is that it 
is unwilling to believe Russia would defy the 
powers by secret negotiations with China or 
that the powers would permit such an ar- 
rangement to proceed, to the manifest injury 
of Japan, as well as to themselves. 
Japan is still reluctant to believe that 
any power, even Russia, is acting outside the 
concert of powers. Apart from the interest 
which all the powers have in a successful 
solution of the Chinese question, Japan 
would have special cause to be offended 
+ should the present harmony be disturbed by 
any individual arrangement between China 
and any other country.“ 


| Conger Sails for United States. 

Washington, D. C., March 11.—A cablegram 
received at the State department today an- 
nounces the departure of Minister Conger 
this morning en route to the United States. 
His sixty days’ leave of absence will begin 
when he reaches San Francisco. 

Mr. Conger’s message was as follows: 

** PEKIN, March 11.—I leave Pekin today 
for America. Squiers is left in charge. 

** CONGER.”’

Legislature Passes Bill Mak- 
ing Plural Marriages Safe 
from Punishment. 


BITTER FIGHT OVER LAW 


Sons of Mormon Parents Are 
Most Active in Urging De- 
feat of Measure. 


AWAITS GOVERNOR'S ACTION. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, March 11.—[{Special.) 


Both Houses of the Utah Legislature have 


now passed the Evans bill granting immunity 
from prosecutions for polygamy. The fate 
of the bill now rests with Governor Wells. 
The Governor has expressed no opinion on 
this measure, but it is doubtful if he will 


of the church. : 

A strong fight was made on the bill ig the 
House today. The most striking speeches 
against the.measure came from three sons 
of plural wives, who are members of the 
Lower House. They fought the bill strenu- 
ously by speech and vote. The final vote 
stood 25 for the bill and 17 against. The vote 
in the Senate stood 11 for and 7 against. 

The bill as passed provides that no person 
may bring a charge of polygamy except the 
plural wife or alleged plural wife of the ac- 
cuséd or a blood relation of the accused. 


Opens Way to Polygamy. 

As a result the bill lets down the bars com- 
pletely for polygamous marriages. The only 
opportunity to prosecute is a case of an ac- 
tual marriage within the State of Utah after 
{ts admission to the union. A man may go 
into Mexico and marry as many wives as 
he wishes, and return to Utah to live with 
them with impunity unless one of the plural 
wives begins the suit. 


_ Opposed by Sons of Mormons. 

One of the most notable speeches made 
today against the bill was by Representa- 
tive J. R. Sharp, son of a Mormon Bishop 
and of a plural wife. Mr. Sharp is a grad- 
uate of Harvard and is at present super- 
intendent of extensive coal mines at Sunny- 
side. 

[was born in polygamy forty-two years 
ago,“ he said, and I must vote against 
this bill. This bill will cause to be brought 
into the world other polygamous children.

Others Take Same View. 

Representative Archibald Stuart of Draper 
and D. C. Johnson of Springville were two 
other sons of Mormon parents who opposed 
the bill on the floor. They declared that it 
would set Utah in a bad light before the rest 
of the United States; that it would simply 
result in a constitutional amendment taking 
such matters out of the hands of the State: 
would arouse a storm of bitser feeling and 
stringent prosecutions. 


Opponent of Bill Condemns It. 

Representative W. G. Van Horne, whe 
made a speech against the passage of the 
bill in the House today, gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: . 

The first object of the bill is indubitably 
to prevent prosecution of those maintain- 
ing polygamous relations long since con- 
tracted. The effect, however, will probably 
be to adopt a constitutional amend- 
ment giving Congress power to legislate 
against polygamy and unlawful! cohabitation. 
Laws passed under such an amendment 
would be prosecuted by United States Dis- 
trict Attorneys sworn to enforce the law, 
and the violations will be carefully looked 
up by United States Marhsals and their 
assistants. 

“There will thus be a return to condf- 
tions prevailing during the aggressive pros- 
ecutione under the Edmunde-Tucker law, 
when hundreds of prominent Mormons were 
imprisoned for their polygamous practices 
and numberless others were in hiding or out 
of Utah to avoid arrest.” 


Defense of Senator Evans, | 
Senator Evans, who introduced the bill, 
said that the whole purpose was to stop the 
practice of maliciously instituting prosecti- 
tions for political and religious purposes. 
It was not to encourage polygamy, but only 
to check the continual stirring up of long 
settled questions.

Telephone and Telegraph Companies 
Restoring Wires— Damage in Chica- 
go Estimated at $40,000 or $50,000.

Fourteen hundred of the 28,000 telephones 
operated by the Chicago Telephone company 
were out of use at dark last night on account 
of the storm early Sunday morning. 8. J. 
Larne@, General Superintendent of the com- 
pany, estimated the loss from the storm at 
between $40,000 and $50,000 for telephones in 
Chicago and vicinity. By tonight he hoped to 
have all the lines and instruments in werk- 
ing order again. The localities where the 
most trouble was experienced were the north 
section, supplied from Lake View exchange, 
and the South Side, with lines running from 
the Oakland exchange. There was no tele- 
phone service at all in the Oakland region. 

In the out-of-town service of the company 
only 20 out of 129 lines were wo after the 
storm had passed. 

The telegraph lines were as slow as the 
telephone company in getting their broken 
connections renewed. The Postal did not suc- 
ceed in getting Into Milwaukee at all during 
the day. Messages to and from nearly afl 
points were from two to five hours late. 

The Western Union reported last, night a 
number of poles still down between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, and also between Milwaukee 
and St. Paul. The other routes were rapidly 
resuming their normal condition. 

The railroads were fully recovered: from 
the storm, and trains were generally on time. 

nage board officials declare that the 
present alleged pollution of the city’s water 
supply 16 due to the faflure of the municipal 
authorities to complete the Thirty-ninth 
street intercepting sewer.

PEI RCE SPEAKS 
ON 


Suter That He 
Win Keep the Terms of 
is Contract. 


ROOF ON BY JAN. 1, 1902. 


Says Government Substituted 
Granite, Which Will Hasten 
Completion. 


CLAIMS $100,000 Is SAVED. 


' John Peirce, the general contractor on the 
new government building, yesterday broke 
the silence he has steadily maintained re- 
garding work on that structure and made 
the definite statement to Tus TRIBUNE that 
his part of the work would be completed 
within the contract. He said he would have 
the roof on the main section of the building 
by Jan. 1, 1002. 

The force at work on the walls yesterday 
again consisted of five stone setters and an 
equal number of belpers. 4 half dozen 
structural iron workers were also seen. The 
promised rush had not yet begun. Mr. 
Peirce’s announcement is as follows: 

New York, March 11.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. ] -The government requiring haste in the 
prosecution of work on the Chicago Postoffice 
Building has substituted granite on which 
I gave much higher prices in my original 
proposal and made changes for which the 
government has demanded reductions, and 
I have allowed. I now expect to have the 
roof on the main portions of the building by 
Jan. 1, 1902, and shall fully complete the en- 
tire work during that year. Taking the 
etrikes at the quarries and Chicago into con- 
siderdtion, the. building will be completed 
within the working time specified in the con- 
tract. None of the changes affects the archi- 
tectural appearance or stability of the build- 
ing. On the contrary, improvements have

AMERICAN 
There have been ot late intima- 
tions that aristocratic society in New York 
is a failure. As aristocratic society in many 
American cities is apt to take its cues main- 
ly from the smart set in Manhattan, known 
as the “four hundred,” this becomes a 
matter of widespread interest. There has 
also been a feeling that American aris- 
acy is not properly represented by the 
2 hundred,” and more than one ef 
has been made to organize aristocratic so- 
ciety upon some more representative basis. 
The latest of these attempts, “the Bi- 
ographical Society of America, started by 
Cofone! Johnson Livingston De Puyster, 
with the object of bringing together Amer- 
icans of high degree, hag just been adminis- 
tered upon by an unfeeling Sheriff in New 
York. Colonel! De Puyster's scheme was 
to have all American aristocrats flock by 
themselves. They were to wear enameled 
gold badges and their blue book was to be 
the “ Encyclopedia of the American Bi- 
ographical Society,” in which their biog- 
raphies were to be printed. The society, 
however, died almost in the “ borning.” 
The members were jealous of each other. 
of the aristocrats contented th 
ethers were not ‘aristotrats at all. Some 
failed to pay their dues, The printing house 
‘which undertook to issue the blue book 
found it so expensive that it abandoned the 
job at heavy loss, and another. which tried 
it was sold out by the Sheriff. After asuc- 
cession of troubles the society at last died 
@ natural death and thus ended another 
effort to found an American aristocracy. 
Several such efforts have failed in the 
past. Word now comes in a roundabout 
way from Paris that a Chicagoan is at work 
upon a scheme to disband the New York 
“four hundred as leaders of society and 
to unite the “ very best” pedple of all the 
cities in the United States in a national 
aristocracy, instead of allowing society to be 
dominated any longer by a little loca] clique 
which has of late become quite mixed in 
character and is not representative of 
true American society. Doubtless this re- 
port is without foundation. While society, 
if organized on the basis mentioned, would 
be something more desirable and more truly 
American than that which is led by New 
Bork’s “four hundred,” no such reformation 
Me to be looked for. From the local point 
of view there may seem no good reason why 
Chicago should not be as capable of fixing 


proper social standards as New York, but 
it is not likely that the regulation of the 


“four hundred will be attempted by this 
or by any other city. There should be 
“home rule” in society 
many other matters. 


THOREASE IN TENANT FARMS, 

During the Presidential campaign of 1896 
there was a great deal of pessimistic talk 
to the effect that American farms were 
passing into the hands of a few wealthy 
land-owners. The increasing number of 
farms. operated by tenants was pointed to 
as a sign that the former owners were rap- 
idly sinking into a state of tenancy through 
the foreclosure of mortgages. But in the 
last few years the farmers have prospered 
and have paid off their mortgages at an” 
unprecedented rate, yet the increase in ten- 
ant farming is apparently more rapid than 
before. According to the new census fig- 
ures the total number of farms in the United 
States has increased from 4. 500,000 in 1890 
to 5,700,000 in 1900, and those operated by 
tenants have increased between 40 and 45 
per cent, while those tilled by their owners 
have increased between 15 and 18 per cent. 
Both classes have increased more rapidly 
than the agricultural population, which fact 
disproves the assertion that owners are 


being degraded into tenants. 


The real cause of the large increase of . 


tenant farmers is stated by Mr. L. G. Pow- 
ers, Chief Statistician of the division of 
agriculture in the Oensus bureau. Mr. 
Powers was formerly the head of thé Min- 
nesota Labor bureau, and is well qualified 
to speak on a subject of this kind. In a 
careful analysis of the figures he ‘shows 
that the increase of tenant occupation is the 
result of an upward and not a downward 
movement in the economic scale. It indi- 
cates not the degradation of the rural popu - 
lation but an uplirting that has raised not 
less than 100,000 families in the last decade 
from the position of wage-earners to that of 
mane ‘of small or large tracts of tillable 


When a wage-earnef,in.a rural communi- 
ty gets a little capital ahead he often be- 
gins to look for a farm to rent and operate. 
Prosperous owners of farms, who have laid 
by a competency, are often willing to lease 
their lands ind retire to a village or city 
and live on their income. The result is an 
inefense in tenant farms, but it is an eco-

THE LAUNDRY BOILER EXPLOSION. . 
The explosion of a large boiler in the 
Doremus laundry on West Madison street, 
with its record of_a.dozen persons killed, 
thirty injured,and several buildings wrecked, 
is one ot the worst. ot the kind on 
record in this city. Coming so soon after 
the similar explosion at the Northwestern 
railway station it is suggestive of negligent 
work on the part of the Inspector’s depart- 
ment. Whether the responsibility for the 
catastrophe rests -upen-the inspectors_or 
upon the owner of the laundry, or both, will 
appear in due time from the records. I? 
it be true that the boiler was not duly 
inspected the delinquent officials will have a 
heavy burden of blame to bear. J 


In. any case, this frightful explosion should 


| serve to impress upon the city government 


and also upon all users of steam boilers 
the vital necessity of greater precaution, 
No risks should be taken or allowed with 
old boilers. The sufferings of the unfor- 
tunate women and men who were crushed 
and scalded and burned beneath the ruins 
of this West Side laundry were too terrible 
to allow of the glightest risk of other acci- 
dents of the same Kind where they can be 
prevented, and nearly all boiler accidents 
are preventable where city officials do their 
duty. 

The immediate cause of the explosion in 
this case may never be definitely known, 
since the engineer was among the killed. 
If any fault of his contributed to the ac 
cident he has expiated it with his life. If 
the fault le with the owner of the laundry 
it by had due warning of the danger and 
did not act upon it—he should suffer for his 
neglect. The two recent accidents of this 
kind ought to cause the owners of boilers 
in all parts of the city to make sure they 
are not endangering their etiployés and 
their plants in like manner. The tendency 
is to neglect a defective boiler because it 
is expensive to replace it with a new one, 
and because no man can be sure whether 
it will blow up tomorrow or last several years 
more.

ment when it eondemns a boiler as unsafe. 


SHOULD BE UNIFORE. | 

Two bills to regulate the sale of patent or 
proprietary medicines in this State are now 
before the General Assembly. Qne of them 
makes the sale of such medicines unlawful 
unless the formula is given, the common 
name of any poisonous ingredient, if there 
be one, being printed in red letters, with 
the amount thereof. Axzother bill calls for 
a label stating’ all the ingredients, with a 
proviso that “nothing herein contained 
shall apply to the dispénsing of physicians’ 

It would seem to be the desire of the 
framers of these bills to give the public 


informatida and * ection, If the formula 
ot 4 proprietary be printed, the 
users of that medicine will know exactly 


what they are putting into their stomachs, 
and if it contain any poisonous or otheryise 
noxious ingredient may decide whether it is 
safe for them to try experiments with it. 
The friends of these bills may come to 
the conclusion that their measures are de- 
fective in that they do not give the people 


all the information and protection as to 


drugs that it is possible to give them. If 
there were printed on the bottles which hold 
the medicines compounded by druggists in 
accordance with physicians’ prescriptions 
labels telling in plain English what the in- 
gredients were, patients would be wiser 
than they are now, for as a rule they can-

The printing in red letters of the common 
name of a poisonous ingredient will be de- 
sirable not only when it is part of à patent 
medicine but also when it is prescribed by 
a physician. 


Laws should be uniform, and a failure to : 


make them so has resulted often in their 
being held invalid by the courts. The lat- 
ter might not look with favor on a law 
which provided that medicines put up by one 
set of people should be labeled in the man- 
ner mentioned and medicines put up by 
another set of people should not be.

One school confidently anticipates 
their assumption by the government and 
thus their equitable management. Another 
school regards theig collective operation as 
essentially impracticable, expects the man 
of science gradually to shake off the capi- 
talist and enter into absolute control, and 
ks for the former to be moralized by his 
scientific spirit. The majority of people 
are simply at a loas to know what to think 
at the present time of the combination move 
ment. 

“They observe that under Its régime prices 
vary at the will of a Single individual or 
committee, but that employment, apart from

COURT RULING PERMITS PARTI- 
TIONING OF VALUABLE REALTY. 


Order Makes Possible Sale of Two Im- 
portant Down-Town Holéings—John 
M. Williams’ Executors Take One 
and Lambert Tree the Qther—List of 
the Properties and Their Valuation 
Plant of the Chicago Motor Vehicle 
Company Transferred. 


By action of the court yesterday morning 
the real estate holdings of the High estate 
were partitioned. The value of the property 
involved amounts to nearly 581,500 000. Of 
the seven children originally provided for in 
the estate two died without issue. Three of. 
the remaining five, George M. High, Anna 8. 
Clarkson, and Ellen Cutler, are deceased, 
leaving issue whose interests are taken out 
of trust, while the interests of Fannie M. 
Blodgett and Elizabeth H. Noyes are cared 
for by a new trust, which is, in fact, & con- 
tinuation of the old. 

The action of the court makes possible the 
sale of two important down-town holdings 
for $339,000. The late John M. Williams ar- 
ranged to buy one of them, at 80 and 
Wabash avenue, 48x162 feet, for $192,000. 
Lambert Tree is the purchaser of the other 
piece, at 164 to 168 Randolph street, for $147,- 
000. Mr. Tree by this purchase adds to his 
holdings on the corner of Randolph and La 
Salle streets. By a purchase made some 
time ago he secured twenty-two and one-half 
feet adjoining the Merchants’ National Bank 
Block in La Salle street, and by the present 
deal obtalns twenty and one-half feet front 
in Randolph street that runs through to the 
alley on the south of the Merchants’ Nation- 
al Bank. The bank thus abuts on Mr. Tree’s 
property on two sides. 

The building on the Randolph street hold- 
ing is old-fashioned, but in fair condition. 
If its value is not reckoned in the purchase 
the land valuation would be about 621.50 a 
square foot. 

The property at 80 and 82 Wabash avenue, 
which will fall to-the Williams estate, is in 
the middle of the. block opposite the Mar- 
shall Field holdings, and runs back to the 
court west of the Public Library. 


Ten Times Original Value. 

The High estate has grown to about ten 
times its original value. In 1858, when the 
partnership interests of Haines Magie and 
John L. High were divided, the properties al- 
lotted to the High estate were valued at $16%,- 
625. The Magie holdings, which were of the 
same value, were ihherited by Mrs. Lambert 
Tree, so that by his present purchase Judge 
Tree has united two of the holdings of the old 


firm. 

Of the fourteen properties since owned by 
the estate it received thirteen in the original 
partition. The Wabash avenue property was 
the old High homestead. The directions given 
for the management of the estate have been 
successfully followed, so that the property 
has always yielded a good income. George 
M. High was one of the trustees under the 
will, and during his lifetime managed the 
property.
